Carry  me  back  to  Nelson  County,

Nelson  County  was  established  by  an  act  of  the 
General  Assembly  on  December  25,  1807.  At  that  time 
Thomas  Jefferson  was  President  of  the  United  States. 
William  H.  Cabell  was  Governor  of  Virginia.  The  first 
court  was  held  at  Cabellsville  on  June  27,  1808.  On 
December  31,  1808,  an  act  was  passed  by  the  General 
Assembly  fixing  the  site  which  is  now  Lovingston  as  the 
permanent  seat  of  justice  for  the  County  of  Nelson.  The 
first  court  held  in  the  new  courthouse  convened  on  Feb¬ 
ruary  26,  1810.  The  original  courthouse  has  been  in 
continuous  use  to  the  present  time.  Additional  space 
was  added  in  1940. 

Nelson  County  faces  a  rising  sun.  This  sesqui- 
centennial  year,  1957,  each  citizen  should  remove  his 
hat  to  an  historic  past  and  turn  toward  a  future  of  golden 
opportunity.  Nelson  County  has  an  abundance  of  mate¬ 
rial  resources.  Agricultural  products,  orchards,  cattle, 
timber,  minerals,  game,  fish,  and  scenic  beauty  are 
among  our  material  assets.  Communication  and  trans¬ 
portation  facilities  are  adequate  to  our  needs.  All  these 
are  important  and  necessary,  but  one  must  look  beyond 
material  resources  for  assets  of  primary  importance. 
Cornelia  said  approximately  two  thousand  years  ago, 

"My  boys  and  girls  are  my  jewels.  "  We  know  that  the 
boys  and  girls  of  Nelson  County  are  our  greatest  assets 
-  our  jewels.  They  hold  the  key  that  will  open  the 
door  of  opportunity  for  a  more  abundant  life  in  Nelson 
County.  With  God’s  blessing  the  youth  of  today  and  the 
generations  to  follow  will  be  an  honor  to  Nelson  County. 
May  they  in  turn  always  deem  it  an  honor  to  call  Nel¬ 
son  County  home.

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THOMAS  NELSON,  JR.  ,  1738  -  1789 
(At  age  of  16) 

Nelson  County  was  named  in  honor  of  Thomas  Nelson,  Jr. ,  third  governor  of  the  State  of  Virginia. 
It  was  symbolic  that  the  newly  established  county  should  bear  his  name.  Thomas  Nelson,  Jr.  was  a  man 
of  accomplishment  in  the  cause  of  American  independence.  He  was  a  delegate  from  Virginia  to  the 
Continental  Congress  and  was  a  signer  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence.  When  Cornwallis  surrendered 
atYorktown,  ThomasNelson,  Jr.  was  there.  Although  governor  of  Virginia  at  that  time,  he  participated 
in  the  siege  of  Yorktown.  His  rank  was  that  of  Major  General  in  the  American  Army.  Thomas  Nelson, 
Jr.  was  a  man  of  wealth,  but  this  wealth  was  spent  freely  in  the  cause  of  liberty.

March  1956  -  Various  Spelling  Bees  were  held  to 
determine  the  county  champions.  They  were  Fannie 
Goolsby  and  Reba  Mays. 

March  24,  1956  -  Our  superior  band  won  a  trophy 
at  the  District  V  Spring  Festival. 

May  3,  1956  -  The  track  team  won  the  District  IV 
Cha  mpionship. 

May  3,  1956  -  The  baseball  fans  watched  our  first 
game  under  lights. 

May  11,  1956  -  Pat  Gentry  was  named  "Miss  Nel¬ 
son  County"  in  the  beauty  contest  finals.

May  26,  1956  -  Spring  Concert 

May  30,  1956  -  Veteran's  Memorial  Athletic  Field 
was  dedicated.

Now  plans  for  a  school  song  contest  are  under 
way,  and  the  obtaining  of  a  state  flag  is  another  cur¬ 
rent  project. 

Even  though  we  have  many  hopes  and  aims, 
the  real  purpose  of  this  organization  is  to  develop 
good  citizenship,  provide  wholesome  recreation, 
furnish  opportunities  for  self-improvement,  and  pro¬ 
mote  a  better  understanding  between  faculty  and 
student  body.
